REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Harbulak et al (US 4483711), Gulla et al (US 4152164), Parker et al (US 
3887732), Yamamoto et al (US 5080982), Fry et al (US 5925415), and also GB 1 243 134 (as 
discussed at paragraphs 6 and 8 of the Office Action of April 29, 2010) individually 
teach the known use of the various components claimed in the electrolyte solution 
claimed in independent claims 48, 80, and 81, and provide indications of using a large 
number of MTOs (such as described by Gulla or GB 1 243 134) and providing internal 
compressive stress in nickel-phosphorus platings (Parker), these references and the 
other art of record, alone or in combination, do not teach or suggest the specific 
combination of materials and amounts controlled to get the specific combination of 
internal compressive stress ranges, ductility amounts and MTOs as claimed in the 
independent claims 48, 80, and 81.
